W A SH IN G TO N , Oct. 20.—Germany 
Is centering a large part of the atten­ 
tion of her U-boats on “ getting’’ Amer­ 
ican transports. 
That conviction was born in on navy 
men today as a result of the first tor- 
l>edoing of an American transport— 
the Antilles— while homeward bound, 
with about seventy missing. 
That a U-boat “ got” this Morgan lin­ 
er, however, was largely a matter of 
fate— of luck. 
Nobody saw the submarine, 
even I 
though the Antilles was part of a con- { 
voy. 
And she went down in five min- j 
utes, victim of a square hit. 
V 
The disaster to the Antilles shocked 
American officialdom. And they hoped I 
today that it would serve to aw akep! 
the American people to a realisation I 
of exactly what may be expected from* 
the Germans; that only 
the 
utmost 
precaution and the utmost force is suf­ 
ficient to conquer such an enemy. 


Probably. Submerged 


The “ luck” in the Antilles case Is' 
one of the incidents of the U-boat war-1 
fare. 
Officials explained 
today 
that 
tho Antilles must have run over the 
U-boat, whose surprised commander j 
was able to get the range and d eliver. 
a torpedo surely. 
Had the U-vessel: 
been running with her periscope ex- j 
loosed, she would have been visible to 
the convoy. 
Between the destroyer 
patrol and the armament of the An-1 
tules she would probably have been1 
an easy victim. 
As it was the U-boat I 
apparently got one sight of the trans- j 
port, while lying in w’ait for loaded ' 
transports, Kit rot ie bound, and, duck-! 
ing quickly, fired lier torpedo an d ; 
made off. 
Germans are lying In wait for the 
American transports especially. 
The 
fact that this lurking submarine was 
on the trail and did her work unseen ! 
clinched the stories as to Germany’s 
intentions. 


Serve as Impetus 


The point that authorities empha­ 
sized today about the disaster is that, 
it is not of any great military imper-j 
tame 
Inasmuch as the transport was 
empty, the German score was no more 
than the torpedoing of a merchant 
craft. The fact that American military j 
men lost their lives, costly though it j 
was, may serve as an imptus to the j 
war spirit here, according to the view ! 
of experts. 
If it does this, then the! 
American lives have not been sacri-i 
heed in vain, it is held. 
The W ar Department 
early 
today' 
had received no reply to its request i 
upon General Pershing to check up on, 
the casualty list and it is doubtful if 
this would be forwarded for a day or i 
two. 


Must Change Publicity System
